About three-quarters of n mile 
from the Krause landing, and before 
the helmsman could luff, a squall ap- 
peared and the boat was capsized. 


• The men were thrown Into the wat- 
er, and clung to the sides and rigging 
of the overturned craft. 
The high 


wind and driving rain made the cries 
of the vIctlmH scaccely audible

shore, and they rapidly

beads above water.

the beach with his mother, and heard 
the calls for help.

DIES OF EXHAUSTION 


Noted Kentucklan Closes an Exciting

warrior, statesman, abolitionist, au- 
thor and noted duelist, at his li'ome, 
White Hall.

A second 
Federal column under General Shnckle- 
ford moved up on another roiul from 
the one occupied by Judah. and at the 
same time some Federal gunboats In 
the river opened flre in Morgan's rear. 


The concentrated lire from three di- 


rection* stampeded Morgan's wagons, 
nml they blocked the only road of es- 
cape. When the confusion wns at Its 
height in Morgan's lines the Seventh 
und Kluhth Michigan cavalry and pnrt 
of the Fifth Indiana charged the raid- 
ers.

than twenty years.

ple time to learn-of

workings. 


Tho brilliant array of lawyers that 
sat In the councils of La Folletto had 
access to tho decision of courts 
on 


that law. 
It was their business If 


they wanted to carry out their pro- 
mises to mortgagors and other over- 
taxed voters of the state to find out 
if the law they adopted had fulfilled 


• its purpose. 
In 1883 the Supremo 


court of Massachusetts had passed 
upon that law. 
The case was one 


In which a mortgagor sued for a re- 
lease. 
Hi' had complied with 
tho 


provision of the law, leaving a por- 
tion of the taxes to he paid by tho 
mortgagee, as provided for In 
tho 


Massachusetts law. 
Hero is the sub- 


stance of the supreme court decision 
handed down by chief Justice Mor- 
ton: 


If a mortgagor, since tho passage 


of the statute, chooses to stipulate, 
as one of the conditions of his 
mort- 


gage that he will pay all taxes on tho 
land. It would Incline taxes levied 
upon tho land under these statutes. 


The legislature; did not Intend to 


Interfere with or control tho 
rela- 


tion existing by contract between tho 
mortgasnrs and mortgagees.- 
The 


plaintiff Is bound by his contract, as 
.between him and the mortgagee, to 
pay all taxes assessed upon the pre- 
mises. This stipulation was design- 
ed to protect security in tho niort- 
tgageeo's hands so that it should not 
be lesccned by Hen for taxes and tho 
plaintiff Is not excused from obliga- 
tion by tho new statutes.

some Instances hundreds of miles dis- 
tant. On Oct. 25, 1UOO, he states under 
oath. In his diary, that he was at Jop- 
Hn, Mo., on 'extension of rt-ce deliv- 
ery service,' when In fact he was In 
Mansfield, O., attending the 
funeral 


of former Secretary John Sherman. 


Many False Entries. 


"On Dec. 7, 18IKI. he reports himself 


at San Antonio, Tex.. 'Investigating 
carriers' service.! while In fact hi,- w^s 
In Mexico examining mining property. 
In the month of October, 18!l<>. A. W. 
Marheii. superintendent of free deliv- 
ery, was sick with typhoid fever, and 
Hedges was at the department acting 
as superintendent. 


"In his diary he states, under oath, 


that he was at various places, namely: 
New York, Philadelphia, Brldgeixm. 
Conn.; Camden, N. J.; and elsewhere, 
actually engaged In 'traveling on the 
business gf the free delivery service.' 
Assistant superintendent* of free de- 
livery are allowed a per diem of $1 In 
lieu of expenses for each day engaged 
actually In traveling on the business 
of the 
department. 
Hedges' 
false 


statements as to his whereabouts on 
these days were manifestly for the 
purpose of collect Ing 
per 
diem 
to 


which ho was not entitled. 


"There are many other Instances of 


similar falsifications. 
The facts wen1 


submitted to the postmaster general 
some days since, who directed Hedges 
removal for the reasons above HC: 
forth." 


Hedges' Explanation. 


In n statement Mr. Hedges said: 
"While I was assistant sii|>erlntcnd- 


ent of free delivery, with hcadiiuar 
ters at New York, I was called to 
Washington to tal;e charge of the en- 
tire service while Mr. Maeheti was 
111 with typhoid fever. While so act- 
Ing 1 got 12,000 salary as assistant 
superintendent, while Mr. Maehen re- 
ceived $.1,r>iMi. 
It was necessary for 


me to get the per diem allowance to 
make the services and the compensa- 
tion equal. 


"It is charged that the per diem ac- 


counts show me at other points, the 
theory being that, strictly speaking, 
under the law 1 was not entitled to 
per diem when at headquarters. This 
tins never been tested, consequently 
never dec ded. It has been the prac- 
tice of the olllce for the party taking 
the place of the head of the service 
to claim per diem In some form. 


"In my case, I was also supervising 


the eastern division while olllchitltig 
as general superintendent here. Her- 
bert W. Valentine, now In the New 
York postotllce and formerly stenog- 
rapher there under me, surrendered 
private letters anil notes to the In- 
spectors which gave them this In- 
formation. . I used to drop him a line 
when I was traveling to keep him 
posted nf my whereabouts. 


Where Information Came From. 
"Valentine Is the one who used this 


postotllce commission. 
It was used 


with the knowledge of General Super- 
intendent Mnelien and of First As- 
sistant Postmaster Genera! Johnson. 


"In making my reports I never put 


down towns that I hail not visited, 
nor did I put down all the towns that 
I had visited, as I was permitted to 
do." 


Mr. Hedges was appointed to the 


postal service from the tenth congres- 
sional district of Texas on July 1, 
18!)S, and was appointed superintend- 
ent of free delivery on July 1, 1901. 
His salary was $.1,000 a year. 
He 


hail charge of the delivery service In 
the cities, the rural free delivery 
service being under another super- 
intendent, and both being under the

NOT IN FAVOR 


ASK SUPREME COURT CHANGES 


Lawyers 
Urge That 
Sessions Be 


Lengthened and Want Cases Called 
at the Rate-of Twenty Per Day— 
Capen Is President. 


Chicago. 
July 
23.—The 
Illinois 


State liar association placed Its seal 
of condemnation upon lynching Just 
as Its twenty-seventh annual meeting 
•was adjourned at Chicago. Without 
a dissenting vote the members of the 
association panned the resolution de- 
nouncing the prevalence of this crime 
and appealing to the olilecrs of tho 
Jaw to bring about the punishment of 
all persons inciting or participating 
In such lawlessness. The resolution, 
•which was introduced by Attorney 
Btcphon S. Gregory, reads as follows: 


Condemns the Crime. 


"Resolved, That the members of 


the Illinois State Bar association de- 
sire to record their severe condemna- 
tion of the crime of lynching now un- 
happily 
prevalent 
throughout 
the 


land, a flagrant case of which has re- 
cently occurred within the borders of 
this state. 


"We earnestly appeal to all the 


officers of the law to spare no* effort 
to prevent similar atrocities In the 
future, and to exhaust all legal meas- 
ures to secure the condign punish- 
ment of those guilty of Inciting or 
participating In such lawless and de- 
moralizing offenses against good gov- 
ernment and the social order."

open ports even If she wished to do so. 


Fears Russian Crisis.

lio wero to declare certain treaty ports 
open to trade he wou.u cause an Im- 
mediate crisis with Russia, and the 
Implication Is that ho considers the 
Ijosslbillty of complications with the 
United States as n less serious matter 
than would he tho avowed antagonism 
of Russia.
